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SUBJECT: BILATERAL TALKS WITH SOVIETS ON INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION ISSUES

1. AS INDICATED TO SOVIET EMBASSY OEEICIALS DURING 
RECENT CONSULTATIONS IN DEPARTMENT (REETEL), US IS 
INTERESTED IN RENEWING SO VIET- AMERICAN CONSULTATIONS 
ON INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION ISSUES AT A SENIOR 
LEVEL. EMBASSY WILL RECALL THAT, IN RESPONSE TO A 
GENERAL DESIRE ON BOTH SIDES EOR WIDER DISCUSSIONS, USEFUL 
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CONSULTATIONS AT THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY LEVEL ON UN 
POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC ISSUES WERE HELD IN 1975 IN MOSCOW. 

THE US PROPOSAL IN 1976 TO CONTINUE THESE CONSULTA- 
TIONS ON POLITICAL ISSUES ONLY WAS TURNED DOWN BY THE 
SOVIETS, WHO CLAIMED SCHEDULING DIEEICULTIES. TRADI- 
TIONA-LY, GENERAL AD HOC CONSULTATIONS HAVE TAKEN PLACE 
MORE OR LESS REGULARLY AT THE MISSION LEVEL ON THE EVE 
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OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. THESE DISCUSSIONS USUALLY 
HAVE NOT GONE BEYOND FORMAL STATEMENTS OF POSITIONS. 
DELEGATION LEVEL CONSULTATIONS ON PARTICULAR UN ISSUES 
OF COMMON INTEREST HAVE BEEN PERMANENT FEATURES OF 
APPROPRIATE UN COMMITTEES AND CONFERENCES. 

2. OUR EXPERIENCE INDICATES THAT THE FREQUENCY, 

LOCATION AND LEVEL OF THE US-USSR DISCUSSIONS ON 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION ISSUES ARE NOT NECESSARILY 
AS CRITICAL AS SUBSTANCE AND TIMING IN ENCOURAGING 
BROADER CONSULTATIONS. IN THOSE AREAS WHERE THERE 

IS SOME CONVERGENCE OF INTEREST AS WELL AS ON 
ISSUES WHERE THERE IS NO POSSIBILITY OF AGREEMENT, 

WE HAVE DETERMINED THAT, GIVEN THE CUMBERSOME NATURE 
OF THE BUREAUCRATIC PROCESS, IT IS GENERAL-Y MORE 
USEFUL TO EXCHANGE VIEWS AT AN EARLY DATE BEFORE THE 
SOVIETS SEND OUT INSTRUCTIONS TO THEIR DELEGATION. 
ALTHOUGH IT IS WORTH NOTING THAT THE US HAS NOT BEEN 
PARTICULARLY SUCCESSFUL IN ELIC;TING SOVIET VIEWS 
ON INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION MATTERS OF HIGHEST 
IMPORTANCE TO THEM, FURTHER REGULARIZATION AND 
IMPROVEMENT IN THE PROCESS OF CONSULTATION COULD LEAD 
TO A PRACTICE OF CONSULTATION AND, IN THE LONGER RUN, 

TO MORE SUBSTANTIVE TREATMENT OF ISSUES, EVEN DIFFICULT 
ONES. 

3. EMBASSY IS THEREFORE REQUESTED TO CONTACT 
MFA AND EXTEND INVITATION FROM 10 ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY MAYNES TO DIRECTOR OF INTERNATIONAL 
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ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION ISRAELYAN AND CHIEF OF 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORGANIZATIONS DIVISION 
NESTERENKO TO VISIT WASHINGTON FOR TWO DAYS 
DURING THE LAST WEEK OF JUNE FOR CONSULTATIONS 
ON MATTERS OF MUTUAL INTEREST. FYI. SUGGESTED 
DATES ARE JUNE 28-29 

END FYI. IN ADDTTION TO TALKS WITH MAYNES 

AND HIS STAFF, EMBASSY SHOULD INDICATE THAT AN AGENDA 
COULD BE DEVELOPED WHICH WOULD PERMIT PARTICIPATION BY 
OFFICIALS IN ACDA, EUR AND EB. 

4. WHILE WE EXPECT AGENDA FOR TALKS TO BE 
WORKED OUT WITH SOVIETS ONCE VISIT HAS BEEN 
AGREED IN PRINCIPLE, FOLLOWING ILLUSTRATIVE LIST 

OF TOPICS MAY BE GIVEN TO ISRAELYAN AND NESTERENKO 
FOR THEIR INFORMATION:
